CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS 


Kdmonton home-owners have never in 
any general way gone in for the exterior 
decoration of their premises for the Christ- 
mas season. The Industrial Association 
is sponsoring a movement to encourage 
this departure, suitable prizes are being 
offered for the most appropriate lighting 
schemes thus employed, and the city is co- 
key by providing current for this 
purpose free of charge. 

The business houses of the city, alnrost 
without exception, make attractive and 
sometimes very elaborate displays of 
lights, evergreens and bunting for the 
Christmas time, and the down town 
streets present a gala appearance seen at 
no other time of the year. If the house- 
holders fail in with the present proposal, 
this fitting expression of the holiday 
spirit will be carried into the residential 
areas and the coming Christmas season 
will be marked by an unusual air of gaiety. 


THE LASH FOR HOLD-UP MEN 


Two young men, who confessed to hav- 
ing been in the party which held up and 
robbed a street railway motorman at the 
muzzles of revolvers, were sentenced in 
police court to eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment with ten lashes each. 

The sentences cannot be said to be un- 
july severe. The prison terms are in fact 
lenient, due no doubt to the youth of the 
men and to the fact that they admitted 
the crime. The additional penalty of 
whipping is one that no magistrate can 
impose, and no normally-minded person 
contemplate, without regret that it should 
ever be necessary. 

But the fact is the lash seems to be 
the only effective deterrent to crime of 
this character. These men, whatever 
their intentions may have been, threatened 
to kill the motorman if he resisted being 
robbed. If law-abiding people are to be 
protected, threats of that kind have to be 
taken at face value and punishment meted 
out accordingly. 

Punishment is never imposed, and 
never should be imposed, to “get even” 
with a criminal. The purpose is to teach 
him and others that crime does not pay. 
Prigon sentences do not stop hold-ups; 
whippings do. If the lash were the invari- 
able penalty imposed upon any person 
convicted of robbing another under threat 
to kill, hold-ups would cease, 


HOW STABILIZE? 

The three prairie premiers are to put 
before the Dominion Government a plan 
to stabilize the price of wheat. What the 
plan is the public have not yet been in- 
formed. It is to be hoped that it will 
work, and that it may not turn out to be 
merely the expedient of making the tax- 
payers buy wheat at more than it is worth 
in order to pull the grower out of the hole 
into which they did not lead or shove him. 

That the wheat grower is in need of re- 
lief of some sort is plain enough. If the 
three premiers have found how relief can 
be given without letting the country in for 
a repetition of the folly that was attempt- 
ed by the United States farm relief board, 
the scheme cannot be got going too quick- 
ly and the public will profit in propor- 
tion as it succeeds. 

Perhaps the Premiers have finally 
made up their minds to seek Do- 
minion aid in helping the wheat+grower to 
branch out into a more diversified type of 
farming, and translate his low priced 
grain into meat and milk and other pro- 
ducts which offer better chances of pro- 
fit than specializing in a product with 
which the world markets are swamped. 

That would be less spectacular than 
setting up a fixed price for wheat and 
compelling the taxpayers to pay the dif- 
ference between that figure and the 
market price. But it would have the 
advantage of being in line with the one 
way in which wheat prices can and must 
be ultimately stabilized. Wheat will have 
to find its price level in relation to other 
farm products, 


TEAM WORK _ 


Mayor Douglas sas the provincial 
police will be asked to help suppress the 
outbreak of criminality in Edmonton 
should that be found to be necessary. 
That the help will be given, willingly and 
effectively, is to be supposed, 

But what the civilian taxpayer cannot 
understand is why any formality should 
be required to bring one police force to

the assistance of another when a difficult 
situation has to be dealt with. The city, 
the province and the Dominion all main- 
tain police forces, for the protection of 
life and property, the enforcement of law, 
and the apprehension of criminals. 

But seemingly these bodies function in 
an attitude of arms-length exclusiveness 
from each other. To get the provincial 
force to help the city force, representa- 
tions have to be made by the civic author- 
ities to the Attorney-General. Presumably 
if it was desired to bring the Dominion 
force also into action, three-cornered ne- 

otiations would have to be undertaken 
tween the city hall, the provincial build- 
ings, and Ottawa, somewhat after the 
ceremonial procedure that is employed in 
the making of an international treaty. 

What is quite clear is that this lack 
of close and constant co-operation be- 
tween the three forces is all to the advant- 
age of the criminal, and to the correspond- 
ing disadvantage of law-abiding citizens 
—who, by the way, pay the salaries and 
up-keep of all three. Surely it is possible 
to work out a standing arrangement by 
which the head of any force could. get, 
without sensing any loss of dignity, the 
help of either or both the other forces by 
simply asking for it. The knowledge that 
such an arrangement was in existence 
would in itself be added security to the 
law-abiding public, and a deterrent to 
criminals. A man who contemplates com- 
mitting a crime should know that every 
ogee in the d'strict will be looking for 

im, no matter what badges they wear or 


to what force they belone. The farther 


policemen are apart the better for crooks 
and the worse for honest people.

FIBROID TUMORS AND FASTING 


We do not know yet just what is the cause of a 
small gtoup of cells or a single cell locating in one 
lace, and beginning a mysterious swelling called a 

mor, which grows whete no gtowth was before, A 
tumor has no work to do in the body. It does not 
digvs: food for ollie? tissues, as the stomach does, nor 
does it eliminate waste like tite lunks, kidneys, and 
bowels. 

There are two kinds of tumors, the malignant 
kind, such as cancer, and the non-malignant, of 
which fatty and fibroid tumors ate two examples, 
The big difference between a cancer and # malig- 
nant tg is that the cancer destroys the tissues 
around it and may be said to eat into it, whereas 
& non-malignant tumor does not destroy nearby tis- 
sue, but simply pushes it out of the way. It may 
affect such adjacent tissues by pressing on them, and 
may cause pain by pressing on nerves, 

Fibroid and fatty tumors do not usually seriously 
threaten the Mfe of the patient. In fact, these tu- 
mors may exist for years and cause no discomfort at 
all, especially if they are small and do not interfere 
with any important nerves or bleed vessels. These 
tumors differ from cancerous ones because they do 
not grow again after being removed as a cencerous 
tumor Each non-malignant growth, if several 
are present, forms its own starting point, while, when 
several cancerous growths are found, it is likely they 
all star from @ parent growth, 

Fibroid tumors are frequently found on the uterus. 
The size may vary from that of @ pea of may increase 
until they weigh as much as 85 pounds. These enor- 
mous tumors maf, of course, cause a at deal of 
tronuble, both from pressure and from heart be- 
jns strained from the blocking of thé blood circula- 


ion.

The other day a mother advertised in a newspaper for rich foster-parents 
for her child. She said that she was willing to sacrifice herself in order that 
the boy might be brought up in luxury with all of the advantages that) 
wealth gives. 


It is casy to see how a poor woman 
who sees her children shabby while 
other children are dressed in and 
satins; who sees her children riding in 
the street cars while other children joy- 


ride around in cars; who sees her 
children ing work from the high 
school while other children are sent off 


to expensive colleges, should feel that 
t are not getting a fair deal in life 
a that they have not the same 
chances of success that the rich chil- 
dren have. 


Bhe feels that if Mamie could have the 
pretty clothes to set off her beauty and to 
go intdé smart society, she would marry a 
millionaire and live happily ever afterward 
She is sure that if Johnny and Tommy 
could afford to study some profession they 
would achieve fame and fortune, and she 
is perfectly assured that they would be ut- 
terly bilesful if they had nothing to do but 
play and unlimited dollars to play with. 


But in this the poor mother is mistaken. Beyond giving a child a 
decent heme in which to w up in, enough clothes to keep it comfort 
able and enough food to fill its stomach, money can buy nothing for it 
that is not oftener a handicap than a help.

Not a bit of it 
You could count on your fingers and toes every rich man's son and daughter 
in the country who has ever achieved anything worth while. All of the bal- 
ance, from the president down, were the children of poor people who had to 
struggle to get an education and who had to fight thelr way up in the world | 
with their own brains and brawn

poor mothers envy them so much?

The poorest baby whose own mother nurses it on her breast, who | 
knows the tenderness and understanding and gets the love and patience 
that only a mother can have for her own child, gets something that the 
mill re baby that is turned over to baby specialists and governesses | 
never knows.
